Four plans come to mind to rectify the lighting 
deficiency at the Cornwall Island West Indian Day School. 


1. Have wo windows cut in the East wall, above the 
blackboard. 


2. Instal fluorescent lighting. 
3. Instal electric lights of the ordinary type. 
4. <A combination of No. i and No. 3. 


Prices were obtained for the electric lights. 
Two plans were suggested: 


(720 watts). 
1. Instal six No. K 714-48 4 lamp fluorescent fixtures. 
This would amount to $353.00 including inspection fees. 


Instal six 14" glassware of 200 watts each at $134.00, 
including all fees. This would consume 1200 watts. 


The first would give 75% more light than No. 2. 


As No. 2 is the usual svstem installed in schools, it 
could be considered as sufficient. I would, however, recommend 
a third plan. 
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Instal a two lamp K 714-48 fluorescent at $231.00. 
The consumption of electricity would be 360 watts as compared 
to 720 (# 1) and 1200 (#2). Its lighting power would be 
approximately 1/3 more than No. 2 while the cost of operating 
would be about 1/3 of No. 2. 


The original cost would be $97 more than No. 2 but 
this would soon be offset by the consumption, and give a light

much easier on the eyes and would cause less shadows. 


. I would, therefore, recommend the installation of 6 

K 714-48-2 lamp fluorescent fixtures. I would sunplement this 

as soon as possible by perforating two windows above the blackboard. 
(The windows at the present cannot be done due to labour conditions). 


This cost of the lighting should not exceed $231.00.

it is getting more difficult all the time to find someone 
who will take an interest in this matter and see that the 
classroom is heeted before the pupils arrive ir the morning. 
the teecher Lives quite some distance from the school. 


if your office would authorize the purchese 
of an oil burning unit, it would be necessary for us to 
install a lerge capacity storage tank of et least 500 
gallons.e In this way, the teacher could turn it low 
during the nieht and bring the heat up a lot quicker in 
the morning. An oil burning unit sufficient to handle 
a 7,000 cue fte capacity would be reouirede 
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I am passing this information on to 
you in the hope that it might be possible to rurchese 
such a unit and storage tenk to be installed before 
class resumes in the Fall. Should you have funds for 
the purchase of such a unit, it will, of cour » ve 
necessary to alter the fuel reouisition and cancel 
any coal and wood ordered for the Cornwell Island 
West eochoole i believe it would be possible to 
obtain fuel oil from a dealer in Cornwelle

After the destruction by fire on the 26th ulto. of 
our Society's Indian Residential School at Fort George, our 
Commission gave prompt consideration to the possibility of having 
an Indian Day School operated there until a new Residential School 
building could be provided. The building used as a "Parish hall" 
was understood to be immediately available for this purpose, but 
to make certain of this a telegram was despatched to the Reve 
Principal Hamilton, part of which read as follows:- 


"WIRE POSSIBILITY OF OPENING DAY SCHOOL IMMEDIATELY 
USING PARISH HALL AS CLASSROOM (STOP) STATE NUMBER 
PUPILS AVAILABLE ALSO FULL LIST EQUIPMENT REQUIRED" 


In reply to that telegram, the Reve Principal Hamilton 
wired as follows on the 24th instant:- 


"SCHOOL OPENS IMMEDIATELY APPROXIMATE ATTENDANCE TWENTY 
FOUR, REQUIRE SCRIBBLERS TWELVE DOZEN, PENCILS SIX DOZEN, 
ERASERS THREE DOZEN, RULERS THREE DOZEN, REGISTER, CHALK, 
BLACKBOARD, DRAWING SCRIBBLER TWELVE DOZEN, CRAYONS TWENTY 
FOUR BOXES, READERS MARY JOHN AND PETER TWO DOZEN, GARDEN 
OF STORIES TWO DOZEN, SPELLERS TWO DOZEN, ARITHMETIC 
ONTARIO BOOKS ONE TWO DOZEN, BOOK TWO ONE DOZEN, NATURE 
AND LANGUAGE BOOK ONE TWO DOZEN, BOOKS TWO HALF DOZEN, 
BOOKS THREE FOUR, THREE COMPLETE SETS GRADE SIX TEXTS 
INCLUDING ALL WORK BOOKS FOR ONTARIO CURRICULUM, ALL

The telegram was not punctuated, and the punctuation marks have 


been inserted by me to assist you in understanding the equipment 
required. 
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The last three words, namely "STAFF NUMBER ONE", I 
understand the Principal to mean that only one agent will be 
required to operate the Day School. Mrs. Jeffrey who was on 
the staff at the Residential School before it was destroyed by 
fire, is a fully qualified teacher, and she will be available 
for the teachership of the Day School. 


I am not aware of any certain means of transportation 
by which the list of materials desired could be sent through to 
Fort George at once, but it will be appreciated if you will approve 
the opening of the indian Day School, and provide the materials 
listed. They should be addressed to the Reve Howard Be Hamilton, 
Fort George, P.Q-, c/o Hudson's Bay Company, Moosonee, Ont. If 
the materials are forwarded at once there is a possibility that 
@ plene might take them through from Moosonee to Fort George. 
Failing this, or any other means of transportation, they would be 
taken through by the first boat crossing the Bay after navigation 
opense 

It has just occurred to me that the Rev. Principal 
Hamilton's telegram does not mention any report forms, end in case 
he has none of these I would suggest that a liberal supply be 
forwarded with the other items listed.

The school was opened there during July, last, 
for the summer months, and the teacher was only engaged 
for that time. There is no school building at this 
point and all wo co 1d do was to put up a temporary 
shell, which would be quite useless in the winter. 

The Department has made no provision for this school, 
and, although the Indians live in the neichborhood 
most of the yoar, they have nO reserve there, and I 
cannot find that any steps have beon taken to procure 
one for theme 

Before the pepartment could establish a per- 
manent school there, it would require a school site, 
which would have to be obtained eithe by purchase 
from the guebec Government or from someone who has taken 


up land In addition to this provision would haveto 


be made for the erection of a pormangent school build= 


ing and for the salary of a teacher. As all building 
material has +o be brought in by small boats from the 


Tailway 
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railway line, $1,000 at lcast would have to be provi- 
led for this purpose and not less than $550 for a teach- 
er's sxlary, and even this amount would not seoure the 
services of one with proper qualifications. 

There are quite enough children in the sohool 
at Present to justify the Department ain providing for 
ite reopening and continuance next summer. Tather 
Nelles, of Mattawa, who called at the Department 
yesterday, told me that it would have to be closed 
this winter but that he would like provision +o be made

With reference to the letter of the 9th instant 
from ths Roman Catholic Bishop of Haileybury in regard to 
school matters at Hunter’s Point on Kippewa Lake, I beg to 
say that the school now in operation there is a White school 
at which Indians are in attendance, The return for the 
March Quarter shows an enrolment of 25, With an average of 
16, for whom the Department makes a contribution of $250.00 
per annum toWards the salary of the teacher, The teacher 
is not appointed by the Department. 


There is no reason Why all the Indians Within a 
reasonable distance should not attend this school. 


It,would appear from the Bishop’s letter and en-— 
Closures that a Roman Oatholic school is being conducted in 
the church, as they object to their children attending the 
Protestant school, and they claim that the Department should 
assist them in obtaining a school for their children, 


In 1907 the Department opened a summer school at 
Hunter's Point for the Grassy Band of Indians and a Roman 
Catholic teacher was put in charge. This school Was con— 
ducted until the fail offi go9, when it was closed, 


In July, 1913, the Rev. Mr. Mitchell of Mattawa 
asked the Department if it Would allo the building and 
equipment to be used for an undenominational school, which 
Was to be conducted for the benefit of the half-—breeds and 
Indians there. The Department gave the necessary permission, 

and 
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and the school Was re-opened in October, 1913. The present 
building does not meeg the requirements of the school and 
the Department is making a contribution of $300.00 to 
assist in the erection of a new building. 


As far as I can make out from the census returns 
all the Indians in this locality are Roman Catholics, 
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Ottawa, June 27, 1919.

- James Stanger, an Indian from Hunter's Point who 
recently visited the Department, requested that a grant be 
allowed to agsist the Indians to ereot a building in which 
te carry on a day school for the benefit of the children of 
the Catholic Indians at that point. 


There is at present a combined white and Indian day 
school, which is conducted under the control of a board of 
~-sfustecs, this Department contributing the sum of $250.00, 
s-~* towards the salary of the teacher. The Catholic parents ro- 
fase to send their children to this school and Mr. Stanger 
stated that they had put up a shack ani engaged the services 
of a Miss Sobey, who has no special qualifications, and that 
she has been teaching for sometime. He stated that the Iniians 
weee paying her $30.00 per month salary and her board and have 
been supplying the books end stationery required themselves. 
Ee stated that «here are twenty Catholic children who attend. 


I wall be pleased if you will find it convenient 
vieit Hunter's Point at an early date and inguire into 
1cationa) matters there. You should ascertain the number 

of Injtan children, both Gatholic and Protestant, and state 
— i wher, in your opinion, another school should be provided 
the Catholic children and, if so, what amount of work the 
Indians will be prepared to perform themselves in the erection 
of « building and what part of the cost it would be necessary 
for this Department to furnish.

In reference te the educatiemal matters at Hunters 
Peint Que.I beg te submit the fellewing repert. 

There is at present a se called cembined white and 

Indian day scheeljbuilt largely by a grant frem the Dept. 
ef Indian Affairs. The scheel is built en the east side ef 
@ leke,en which side reside mest ef the white residents ef 
this lecality,the Indians living en the west side.It is 
ebvieus that when cheesing a site fer the scheel the 
requirements ef the white peeple were catered te in pref- 
erence te the Indians as the Indian children witheut 
exceptien have a cressing te make on the lake te get te the 
scheel which they are unable te de in the summer time 
witheut aesietance. The white peeple are mestly all ef the 
pretestant religien,and the Indians are witheut exceptien 
ef the Catheliec religien,and therefere there is censiderable 
frictien between them as te whieR deneminatien the teacher 
sheuld beleng which is augmented I am led te believe by 
a goed deal ef interference en the part ef the ministers and 
priests ef the varieus deneminatiens. The Indians refuse te 
send their children te the present scheel as leng as there is 
a Pretestant teacher and the white people went have a 
Cathelic teacher,se as the Indians are all Cathelics I beg 
te recemmend that a separate scheel be previded fer them er, 
if the present scheel is the preperty ef the Department 
that it be meved te a mere suitable site where it weuld be 
easy ef access te the Indian children. 

At present the Indians are sending their 
children te a scheel cenducted by a Miss M.Sauve ef Chapeau, 
whe is net a qualified teacher but is apparently a very 
intelligient yeung lady. She has been teaching since the 
6th.ef Oct.last and up till the present has received ne 
salary whatever. The classes are held in a stereheuse and 
there are 21 children attending,the names and ages ef which 
I enclese herewith.They are all ef Indian bleed but twe 
the par s ef whem are willing te pay a fee te have their 
children, Scheel. The teacher is badly equipped fer beeks 
fer the children,but censidering the way they are handi- 
capped they are making fair pregress. The teacher has ne 
register but she inferms me that these 21 chikdren are very 
regular in their attendance, 

At the ether scheel which is supperted 
by the Indian funds there are 14 pupils en the rell,whe 
are all white children,and there is 5 er 6 ef an average 
attendance. This scheelis cenducted by a Mise Hansen a 
daughter ef ene ef the trustees,whe is net « qualified 
teacher. There are I understand 3 ef these children that 
are Gathelics the balance being pretestants. It is te be 
regretted that these peeple cannet harmenize and run a 
nen-sectarian scheel as with the number ef children at this 
peint a geed scheel ceuld be maintained, It is useless te 
try and cempremise with these peeple as there has been 
censiderable treuble in the past the enly reme@y fer which 
is a separate scheel,.Regarding the matter ef building a new 
echeel,I teek up the matter with the Indiané whe faver 
building a leg building as it weuld be mere suitable fer 
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that ceuntry and a geed deal cheaper than a frame structure. 
They are willimg te perferm all the laber themselves with 
the exceptien ef a few little jebs which will have te be 
dene by a carpenter. All they ask is the material,an 
estimate ef the cest ef which,I beg te enclese. I may say 
that the reugh lumber needed fer this building can be 
ebvtained frem the Shepard and Merse Lumber Ce. whe have a 
small sawmill 2 miles frem Humters Peint.The furniture 
whieh I am led te believe is the Preperty ef the Department 
eceuld be taken eut ef The ether scheel. 

I weuld alse recemmend that the grant te the 
present scheel be suspendeé &t ence as the Indians are 
deriving ne benifit frem it,and be given te the scheel at 
which the Indian children attend. Miss Sauve has alse asked 
me te find eut if the Department will pay her salary and 
alse if she can get seme supplies fer the scheel. 

I may add that 3 ef the Indian families residing 
at Hunters peint were fermerly living in this district but 
they tell me they intend te make their permanent abede at 
Hunters Peint. Im making this repert I have endeavered te 
state the facts as I feund them but sheuld I have emitted 
any infermatien the Dept. may require I will be pleased te 
furnish it.

With reference to the combined white and Indian school 
at Hunter's Point, tc which this Depurtment contributes a grant 
of 250.00 a yexur towards the salu of the teacher, I beg to 
euy that it woulu appear, from reports received, that the Indians 
do not uvail themselves of the privilege afforded them by this 
school und, a8 wout of them are Roman Cutholics, they refuse 
to ailow their children to attend. The Indians refuse to send 
their children to the present school so long as there ia a 
Protestent teacher ani also as they reside on the weet side of 
the lake, while this school is located on the side opposite 
to which they reside. 


Our Agent, who has forvurieid a report regarding the 
situation ut Hunter's Foiat, estates that, while thers are four- 
teen childsocn on the roll of the school, they mre nearly all 
white children and that the school is conducted by Mies Hanson, 
who is not a qualified teacher. The return receive! for the 
guarter ending December 3lst, last, shows an enrolment of 
fifteen pupils. This return is certified by you ani shows that, 
of the children on the roll, thirteen of them are Indians. The 
Agent states that at present the Indians are sending their chil- 
aren to a school which they have started themselves ani that theese 
are twenty-one children in attenianoe. If the Indian children 
do not attend the school taught by Mise Hanson thie Department 
could not continue paying the grant towards salary. 


I shall be pleased if you will state definitely the 
ber of Indian children in attendance at this school and also 
yeur wiews regarding the present situation in reference to echool

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 2nd ultimo furnishing a report on your visit in com 
nection with educational matters at Hunter's Point. 


In your repert it is noted you state that the 
present school is built on the east side of the lake, on 
which eide reside most of the white residents, while the 
Indians live on the west side, also that the white people 
are mostly all of the Protestant religion and that the Indians 
are, without exception, Catholic, consequently there is con- 
siderable friction between them as to which denomination the 
teacher should belong; also that the Iniians refuse to send 
their children to the present echool os long as there is a 
Protestant teacher, and recommend that a separate echool he 
previded for them near where they reside. It ie also noted 
that there ate fourte-n pupile on the roll at the Hunter's 
Point School, all of whom are white children, and that the 
teacher, Mies Hansen, has no qualifications, It is also noted 
that you recommend that the grant to the Hunter's Point School 
be suspended, as the Indians are deriving no benefit from it, 
and that it ben given to the school which the Indians have 
tarted themseR ves and which is being taught by Miss Sauve. 


In connection with your report the Department referred 
the matter to Rev. J. °. Mithcelli, under whése auspices the 
school at Hunter's Point is being conducted, and I enclose 
herewith a copy of a portion of the communication r ceived from 
him. 


There is such a difference bn his letter from the 
conditions stated by you in your report that this matter is again 
being refered to you, as it is impossible for the Department 
to arrive at a decision when the reports feom Rev. Mr. Mitchell 
and yourself are so much et variance. A further report from you 
ig desired in this matter.

Sir:- 

I beg to acknowledge receipt of letter No. 35-2-1 
ef the 8th. instant enclosing extract from the report of 
the Rev.J.W. Mitchell regarding educational matters at 
Hunters Point,Que. I aleo note with interest the Rev. 
gentlemans comments on this matter. The reason for the 
variance in the report made by me and the one made by the 
Rev.Mr.Mitchell is that he is Studying the interests of 
the Protestants and I made my statements in the intereets 
of the Indian@. When I made my report on this matter I 
endeavored to state the facts as I found them, conscienti- 
ously and without partiality,and I recommended that a 
separate school be provided on the strength of section 97 
paragraph 2 page 34 of the Indian Act. 

As I stated in my previous report it is to be 
regretted that these people cannot agree and run a combined 
school as that would be the best thing that they could do, 
The whole trouble is caused by the two different denomin- 
ations which apparently cannot pull together,and ase I 
stated before there is considerable opposition between the 
ministers and priests of the different denominations, if 
@ report were to be got from Father Evain or some other 
R.C.priest of that locality he would have an altogether 
different story to tell than the Rev.Mitchell. 

I beg to differ from the Rev.gentleman when he 
Says that the Hansens,Jerriers,Adams,and others are of 
Indian blood as they are native born.The fact of a man 
being born in the bush doesent neccessarily make an Indian 
of him, they may have a sprinkling of Indian blood in them 
but if any at all it is very little. He also states that 
those moving in this matter are whites with one exception, 
I also beg to differ with the Rev.gentleman on that matter, 

On my recent visit to that point I saw all the 
Indiags, that is the Indians within the meaning of the act, 
and they were all emphatic in their refusal to send their 
children to the combined school. The man Beaudreau he 
refere to is a Frenchman alright but he is married to an 
Andogwin a full blooded Indian woman and he is willing 
to pay a fee to have his children attend a Catholic school, 
I may also add that in all this agency I do not know of 
one Protestant Indian. When I recommended a Catholic 
school be provided I did not do so with any motives of 
malice against the Protestants,but in the welfare of the 
Indians in my charge which I am led to believe by my copy 
of inetructions to Agents it is my chief duty to do, 

I cannot rescind any portion of my previous report 
as I believe I reported faithfully on conditions as I found 
them at present. As to conditions 5 or 8 years ago as the 
Rev.Mr.Mitchell refers to I know nothing,but I do know 
that at present the Indians are deriving no benifit from 


the school run under the present auspices.

In reply I beg to say that the Department, after 
fully considering this matter, hae decided to grant its@ 
approval and assistanoe to the carrying on of school for 
the Indians residing on the west side of the lake and which 
will be for the children of Roman Catholic parents. Thie 
assistance will be granted on the following conditions, namely,- 


a. That the Indians themselves will erect a suitable Build- 
ing for the purpose of carrying on the work. The Department 
cannot undertake to contribute any amount towards the cost of 
ite erection. 


2. A salary will be provided for a teacher from the first of 
April, next, the beginning of the nexf fiscal year; the amount 
to be provided will depend upon the qualifications which the 
teagher possesses. 


3. The Department will also provide a suitable stove, black- 
boards, desks and the school material and stationery, etc., re- 
quired from time to time. It is expected that the Indians 
themsebves will provide the fuel required. 


I should be pleased if you would inform the Indians 
comcerned accordingly and you should enoourage them to begin 
the work of erecting a suitable building and give them any 
advice you can in the matter. The new building should be 
ereoted on a site convenient to the majority of the children 
and it should be high and dry and easily drained. It is to 
be understood that thie building, when completed, is the pro- 
perty of the Indians, is for the benefit of the children of 
Roman Catholic parents and that a teacher of that denomination 
is tc be employed.

R.C. Indian day school for the month ending January 
Slist. This being my first visit to this school since 
ite completion I beg to advise the Department that 
the Indians have erectété a first class schoolhouse 
20ft wide by 30ft.long,also the necessary outbuil 
ings.The schoolhouse is well lighted,being provided 
with & long windows,3 on each side and 2 in the front 
The building is warm and comfortable,and is kept 
very clean.There is aleo a geod supply of fire - 
wood on hand. The desks, stove and other furniture 
are well arranged,and there is accomedation for 
36 scholars. The school teacher is well provided 
with materisl,and all the supplies sent for this 
school have arrived in good condition, 


I had the opportunity of looking over the 
work done by the scholars,gnd was surprised at the 
rapid advancment made by them.The ¢i Pline is first 
class,andé the perents of the children seem to take 
an interest in sending them to school and keeping 
them clean. 


The attendance is not very large at 
prerent,owing to ea few canes of small-pox having 
developed among the residents of this district, 
@uring the early part of the winter.Some cof the 
perents heave been afraid to send their chiléren to 
school for fear they would contract the disease, 
The disease is now under control, being confined to 
one family of white people,with a suspected case 
among the Indians,and ali precautions necessary are 
being taken to prevent ites spreading,soc it is 
anticipated that the school attendance will increase 
in the near future. 


} The teacher has requeated me to ascertam 
//if the Department wili provide 6 Window blinégs for 
/| use at the school,as the windows are exposed to the 
sunlight,which at times is too strong for the scholars. 
She woulé also like some soap and towelling,and a 
desk for her use in the school,or the lumber neces- 
sary to have one constructed.

I might point out that the Department epproved ef a school 
for the Roman Catholic Indians of the Hunters' Point Re- 
serve on the understanding that the Indians themselves 
would erect a suitable building for the purpose. Mr. Agent 
Lewis was informed on Merch 31st, last, that the Depart 
ment would net undertake to contribute any amount towards 
the cost of the erection of this building. 


The establishment of a school at Bren- 
nants Leke was elso approved on the understanding that the 
MeLaughlin Lumber Company and the Indians would erect a 
suitable building for school purposes and provide desks, 
stove, eto. (reference official letter te you of August 
16, 1921.) 


The Department did, however, agree to 
provide a steve, blackboard, desks ad sohool material for 
the Hunters' Point school and to pay the salaries of 
the teachers for both schcols and the Department is pre- 
pared to carry out its part of the bargain as soon as the

The timber is 
all made and hewed,and at the time ef my visit was being 
hauled eut te the site ef the building. The werk did 
net pregress very much during the Summer,as the Indians 
were witheut exceptien fire-ranging er fighting fire, the 
bigger part ef the summer,and they alse were witheut the 
neccessury funds te purchase the materials fer the 
censtructien,. This ebstacle has been everceme hewever 
as the priest at the time ef his missien, cellected 
eneugh te defray the cest ef the material needed. The 
a@ressed and reugh lumber has been purchased, the heedware 
and reefing alse,and sheuld be en the greund by this tim 

There is quite a gang werking at the buiding, 
and they expect te have it cempleted by the first week 
in September. The building when cempleteé will be 20ft. 
by 28ft.ineside,and 10ft. frem fleer te ceiling,and will 
accemmedate 36 schelars.It is ef hewed leg censtructien 
with matched lumber fleer and ceiling,3 windews en each 
side and 2 in the frent,alse a perch en the frent. It 
will be a geed building as there are seme very handy 
men werking en it. I beg te enclese a list ef the 
desks and ether furnishings the Indians ask fer te rig 
up their scheel when cempleted. I have alse been re- 
quested te ascertain if any steps are being taken te 
secure the services ef a teacher fer the ceming term.

Hyle=- 
Plate is made of pulp and necessarily, absorbs « good deal of 
moisture in wet weather and shrinks in dry weather. Conse- 
quently, care should be taken in installing this board and 
having it fitted in the frame in such a manner as will per=- 
mit of expansion. 


If at all possible, hyloplate should not be in- 
stalled close to the steve, as,if so, it is subjected to very 
great heat which cracks the surface. Water should not be 
used to cleam Hyloplate blackboards. 


The Department trusts that you will keep these 
instructions in mind and have this blackboard carefully in- 


stalled on its arrival. You should also point out to the 
teacher that water should not be used for cleaning it.

In reply to official letter Ne.35-5<5 
of the 19th. inst.having reference to the school 
house at Hunter's Point, Que.I beg to report. 


This school building is constructed with 
hewed logs,and the logs forming the walls are 
standing perpendicularly,and on which account it 
is a difficult matter to plaster the seams with 
mortar so that it will stay in place for any length 
of time. n the case of the building at Brennan 
Lake,which is also of hewed log construction, the 
logs forming the walls are laying oe ‘ 
and the seams are plastered inside and out with 
mortar,which stays in its place and is a finished 
job,ae far as warmth is concerned.I enquired of the 
Hunter's Point Indians why they did not build ther 
school-house with the timber running full length 
and they informed me that they were unable to 
get the timber of the necessary length,and so had to 
use shorter pieces standing upright. 


The only thing that I see that will make 
the building comfortable in the w..ter,is to sneer 
the interior with beaver board or matched lumber. 
There is a quantity of beaver board at Hunter's 
Point that has been left over from lining the 
Ghurch inside.This material is in sheets 4ft.wide 
by 10ft.long,and is being sold at 1.75 ver sheet 
which worke out at $43.75 per thousand feet,which is 
cheap when the cost of transportation is taken into 
censideration 


There is about 1,000 ft.of this material 
at Hunter's Point,together with the nails and strips 
for laying it on,and this quantity should be suffic- 
cient to sheet the walls of the school house, which 
would make the building a good deal warmer. 
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I would estimate that the cost of this work would 
be around 60 to 365.00. 


The beaver »orrd referred to Belongs to 
tne Rev.I.Evaia, wc had it left over after renovaténg 
the interior of the church at Hunter's Point last 
fall,and was left in charge of \.rs.Jones te dispose 
ef to any one requiring it,at $1.75 per sheet of 
40 sq.feet,and the strips at .02g per lineal foot, 
which is the price it coset laid down at Hunter's 
Point by boat.

This school activity, which nas been started by Futher Letung, is to 
be conducted as a cowbined white ana Indian school. it 18 stated 
that there are avout 10 children of school age - Indians and half- 
breeds —- and a number of white children who will attend, 


The Department is providing a grant at the rate of $200 per 
annum as its ehare towards the payment of the Salary of the teacher, 
am will also provide the Indian chilaren with the text books, etc., 
which they require. Father Letane has arranged for a building to 
Carry on the classroom work anu tor tae suppiying of the desks and 
furnishings. The Department will continue payment of the grant 
towards the teacher's salary during such time as there is a sufficient 
number of Indian children in attendance to warrant same.

1 have to acknowledge the receipt of your let‘er of 
the 15th instant nforming me of the complaint by Felicite 
Sebastien, wife of Charles Couture, reference to her child- 
ren who are attending the Indian Gchool at Lorette. 

J] notice that Madame Couture claims that her children 
are entitled,as Indians,to attend the Indian School at Lorette 
without payment. 1 claim that they are not. Yrs. Couture is 
an Indian woman, it is true, but she is married to a white man, 
and, notwithstanding her claim , her children are not ludians 
and have no right to attend the Village School without paying. 

Moreover, in asking her husband for payment of 50 cents 

a head for their children to attend the Village School 1 was 
carrying out 2 instructions of the Nepartment contained in 
its letter of the 18th of August, 1896, No. 142,515, authoriz- 
ing me to act in this way. 1 refer the Nepartment to this 
letter, as well as to all the correspondence on number 142,515. 

The Nepartment will be good enough to remark that in the 
copy of the notice which 1 sent to Madame Couture,]) asked pay- 
ment for the years 1897-96 and 1898-1899. 1 have not collect- 
ed this contribution for last year for two reasons: 

lsti- because there were only a few wnites in attendance 
at the School last year and it would not be worth while to col- 
lect only a few cents, and 

2nd :- because the Secretary of the Municipality of St. 
Ambroise for the same reason did not send me any account for 
the Indian children who live on the Reserve called "40 Arpents" 


and 
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and who attended one of the schools of the said Municipality. 

As the Secretary has sent me some time ago the account 
for these children who attended the Municipal Schools, as above 
stated, 1 was authorized to notify the parents of the white 
children who attend the Village School to make immediate pay- 
ment for these two years for their children, hoping by this 
means to avoid correspondence and that 1 would be able to 
transmit as soon as received the amount of the contributions, 
along with the account from the Secretary of the said Munic- 
ipality. 

1 also add that 1 have seen Madame Couture on this sub- 
ject and explained matters to her, which she understands, and 
was obliged to admit that according to law her children are not 
Indians and have no right to attend the Indian School at Lor- 
ette for nothing and that all those who are in the same posi- 
tion are obliged to pay. She has asked for a few weeks' de- 
lay. 

1 think the Department will approve of my conduct in 
this matter,and 1 should like to be informed of its devision. 
1 will trar t the amount as soon as 1 receive it, which } 
will endeavour to obtain with all diligence.

In accordance with your ietter of the 26th April 
last, forwarding me a petition addressed to your Nepartment by 
the Rev. Guil. Giroux and four of the Hurom Chiefs of Lorette, 
in which they state that they desire that the present school 
Teachers be replaced by religious teachers, 1 have the honour, 
in returning you the petition as requested, to report as fol- 
lows :- 

Mr. Roy, Inspector of Schools, who resides at St. Ame 
broise de Lorette and whom 1 wished to consult in the matter, 


was absent on official inspection and 1 had to wait until his 


return,which delayed my reply to your letter of the 26th, re- 


ceived om the 28th of April last. 

In the second paragraph of this petition it is 
"For some years we have received complaiuts more or less well 
"founded as to the discipline and the teaching of the Teauvhers, 
"etc.* l regret that the Missionary cotéched this phrase in 
terms so general as to lead one to believe that complaints had 


been made, and especially against Miss St. Amand ,who conducts a 


' 
class remarkable in all respects according to the acknowledg- 
ment of the Missionary himself and of tne Rev. Mr. Hudon, 
Assistant Missionary, who has always taken great interest in 
the School, as well as of Mr. Roy, the School Iuspector. 

This contradiction is to be regretted and a distinction ought 
to have been made which would have saved me the unpleasantness 


of drawing the attention of the Nepartment to this matter. 


Besides, 
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Besides, the Nepartment can satisfy itself by referring to its 
letter of the 6th October last, to my monthly school reports 
Since the month of November, 1898, to the reports of luspector 
Roy, and to my letter of the 18th of April last,that it was Mr. 
Roy and I Oalone/remarked the want of discipline and of pro- 
gress in the boys' class conducted by Miss Nubeau, the bad 
method of teaching and that she ought to be replaced by a well 
qualified teacher. 1 do not know of any complaint having 
been made by any person else whomsocevergat least none nas 
been made to me. 

The petition states also “These sisters would have 
"more authority over the children". am not aware of it and 
1 have not sufficient insight nor am 1 competent to decide 
that question. 1] acknowledge, nevertheless, that they would 
have more authority than Ss Nubeau has over her class of 
boys. 

1 observe also that the signers of the petition do 
not speak of the considerable expense that the proposed change 
would necessitate. As there is no convent in the Parish of 
St. Ambroise de Lorette,it would be necessary to give these 
religious teachers lodging in the present school-house,which 
would have to be changed at some expense without considering 


the great number of costly repairs to the ground floor, paint- 


lu the course of a conversation that 1] had with In- 
spector Roy the latter remarked to me that in the Province of 
Quebec under the Code of public Instruction, Section 227, the 


school teacher is engaged for the year that ends on the 30th of 


June ,and that ,if it is desired to dispense with her services

engagement. When there is a valid cause for dismissal for in- 
capacity or otherwise,this notice is not required.

Miss Dubeau 
should,I think,be ret#red from the 30th June next, 
and I understand from Mr Bastien's report that she 
will be entitled to a retiring allowance from the 
Quebec Government,as she has been teaching for over 
25 years.he also states that she is comfortably off, 
being worth $4000 or $5000, 

In the petition referred to the Indians 
ask to have the Sisters placed in charge of this 
school,and Mr Bastien,to whom the petition was re- 
ferred for report states that he observes that the 
Signers of the petition do not speak of the cousid- 
erable expense which the proposed change would 
necessitate, As there is no convent in the parish of 
St Ambrose de Lorette,it would be necessary to give 
the religious teachers Lodging i 1@ preseut school 
house ,which would have to be changed ,at some expense, 
without considering the great number of costly re- 
pairs to the ground floof®,painting,etc, 

If the Department feels Gisposed to go to 
any additional expense in connection with this schoo] 
it seems to me h would be better that the money 

hould be e pended in securing the services of a 


properly qualified head teacher for this school ,as 
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$150 is not sufficient compensation for a competent 
teacher, The hurons of Lorette pay about $75 or $80 
a@ year for school material ,fuel and inspection of 
their school and their capital would not stand a 
much larger expenditure as they have only about 
$4500 to their credit. 

The return for last quarter shows an en- 
rollment of 75 pupils and two teachers are required 
for a school of this size,who should hold recoghi- 


zed Provincial certificates of qualification,

There twYyno ventilators 
in the school-rooms and there is hardly an hour when the 
pupils are in class that we have not to open the window in 
order to get a littie fresh air. The air is so vitiated 
that it is suff@cating. 

Will you have the great kindness to authorize 
our physician, Dr.J.E Werwet ,of Lorette, to make a 
inspection of the convent; he is very competent and will 
be able to give you a very thorough report. For a year 
he has been finding fault with this building, very much , from 
& sanitary standpoint. If you wil! write to him,it will 
save you sending an inspector. This building was erected 
in accordance with plans from Ottawa,end the Government 
sent an inspector last winter. We did not say anything, 
because £uax that gentleman ought to be in a position 
to know well what is needed for these class—rooms. It is 
for the Government to attend to this matter.

Will you kindly explain to Mr. 
Bastien that the Departecnt is not in « position 
to provide employment for these Indians, other 
tham in an incidental way in respect to any work 
that ai, ht be curried cut om the reserve, such es 
improvement to rouds, etc. 


Se are not in « position to establich 
industries. The Government bes not proviced ag 
money for such « purpose end neither are we able te 
find employment beyond the limits of the reserve for 
any Indians who may «at the present time be unemployed. 


Extracts tuve been made of those portions 
of Mr. Bastien’s letter desling with the educetion 
ond the sewage ayetem and wil. be dealt with in separate 
Commmications. Kindly advise the Councillor accordingly.

On September 17 I visited this reserve and 
accompanied by Indian Agent Bastien we inspected the 
Lorette Indian Day School. This is a very old building 
two stories high. The two class rooms are on the ground 
floor and the teachers' living quarters on the second 
floor. The enrolment at this school is 62 and the 
class rooms are rather small to accommodate this number 
of children. However, the whole building was extremely 
clean and in fairly good repair but the roof will 
require extensive repairs in the very near future and 
due to the construction of a new highway in front of 
the school property the water from the highway drains 
into the cellar. It will be necessary to construct 
some kind of a drain to carry the water from the celler. 
Indian Agent Bastien is making inquiries regarding the 
cost of the necessary work and will later advise the 
Department. If the expenditure recommended by Mr. 
Bastien is at ell reasonable I believe that this work 
should be done this fall. 


While the Sisters in charge of this school 
heave only conducted classes to Grade 6 in the past 
it is their intention to conduct Grade 7 this year. 


For many years it has been the custom to send 
the best of the oldest boys to the Brothers' School. 
At this school they take a three-year course which 
includes considerable commercial work. Indien Agent 
Bastien was very insistent on the fact thet the older 
boys should be handled by men and in addition he stated 
that the training they receive at the Brothers' School 


enables them to secure positions. 
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When the staff of the Lorette School only 
taught up to the sixth grade those who attended the 
Brothers' School had to stay for three years. However, 
with Grade 7 instruction in our own school it will 
only involve sending the brighter boys to the Brothers' 
School for a period of two years. 


For the current academic year we have 
authorized grant of $30.00 each for 11 boys to attend 
the Brothers’ School. Both the Indian Agent and the 
Sisters agreed that this was the total number who were 
entitled to the additional training this year. I pointed 
out to them thet it was unlikely that this number could 
be increased in future years and I believe they thoroughly 
understand thet in future the Depertment will only allow 
a meximum of 11 at the Brotherst School. The tuition fee 
is $30.00 a year each. 


In addition to the regular academic subjects 
some vocational training hes been given along practical 
lines and, as e matter of fact, the fence around the 
school property was constructed by the boys under the 
Girection of the Sister.

We aclmowledge with thenks your letter of March 4th re: Extra- 
curricular English being teught in our school. Our deley in answering 
is due to the fact that we commnicated with the general suthority at 
our Mother-—House. 


We confess to being positively taken aback by your statement 
that you “are not ready to authorize such radical changes...",in view 
of the fact thet these chenges were very high-~haniedly imposed upon us 
by your own local Indian Agent, Mr. Maurice Bastien, who gave us the 
impression that he was acting officially, on behalf of the Department. 
Our Reverend Mother, early in December, sent a personal representative 
here to beg ir. Bastien that these changes be not enforced in the very 
middie of the school-year, for this placed her in the greatest enbarras- 
ment, but he was adamant and threatened to place © masculine lay-—teacher 
in the school unless his requirements be immediately fulfilled. 


Furthermore, when, on Jan. 22nd, we remerked to Mr. Bastien 
that we head received no direct conmmunication from Ottawa asking us to 
undertake the teaching of English on a lerger scale, he replied thet 
thet was becsuse he hed smoothed ovt things for vs and that the Depart- 
ment (following upon the visit of the Indian Commission last fall) posi- 
tively required more English to be taught in our school. 


Acting in very good feith, and convinced that she wes cooperating 
with the Department, Reverend Mother went to no end of trouble to find a 
bilinguel teacher, and thet teacher has been here since Jan. Sth, teaching 
one @ni one-bslf hours a day, sbsolutely without remuneration! 
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ur A. Hoey, Director. #2 


We would like to call your attention to the fact that, to give weight 
to his arguments, Mr. Bastien very often invokes the existence of a “con- 
tract" which is supposed to oblige us to furnish bilingual teechers and 
bilingual teaching such as is done in ths separate schools of Onterio. 
Neither Reverend Mother nor myself have any kmowledge of such a contract 
nor oan find any trace of it in the Commnity archives. Now, if such a 
contract exists, we suppose it to have been passed by former superiors 
with the Department at Ottawa, cui you would greatly oblige us by sending 
us an exect copy. If, on the other hand, such contract was passed with 
Mr. Bastien, did he have the right to include clawes which are in con- 
travention with the School Laws of the Province? At any rate, should 
such be the case, will you please oblige us by ssking Mr. Bastien to 
send you an exact copy of this documnt, md forward same to us? We shall 
be very grateful if you can elucidste this “contract™ question once and 
for ail. 


In accordance with your letter, we have of course resumed the teach- 
ing of English exactly in sccordance with Provincial requirements, i.¢6., 
two hours a week, in grades six and seven, only. 


We greatly regret that we can produce no written document to substan— 
tiate the above affirmetions. All arrangements were made verbally with 
the Indian Agent. On our part, as we are always very straightforward in 
our dealings, we had absolutely no ides that we were being takén in. 


Please excuse the almost unreasonable length of this missive. In all 
justice to our Community we feel that these explanations sre necessary.

Hewever, we know 
this is a problem that has to be solved in many of our 
schools and is one which has been met adequately in a 
number of them by the adaptation of methods different 
from the traditional methods used at some schools. 
The number enrolled in this school in each frade would not 
justify us making a new class in order to re-divide these 
pupils. There are only thirty-three in the senior room. 


It is regrettable that these schools can not 
be visited more frequently in order to guide these 
teachers in the division and teaching of the various 
classes. However, this is a question of personnel and 
may some day be remedied.

One of the members of the Huron Tribe constructed 
last year an aqueduct in the Lorette Village, thereby obtaining 
water from a creat distance and at very considerable cost. He 
distributed this water and has since distributed it to several 
families of Indians of the Reserve on condition of paying $6.00 
per year, and these families being obliged to have made the work 
of installation at their own cost. 

I have just met the Missionary at the Indian School 
and the reverend sisters told us, and this is a fact which I had 
already been aware of, that they are obliged to bring water from 
@ good distance, hich puts them to great inconvenience and gives 
them much trouble during the whole year, but above all during the 
bad winter weather, also that their pupils are sent in their turn 
according to the role by the teachers to bring the water for the 
use of the two classes. 

I have seen the workman who prepared this aqueduct and 
after having measured the distances and calculated minutely, the 
cost of installation of the water in the school-house will be 
between $15.00 and $20.00. 

I have also seen the owner of this aqueduct, and, as 
a favour to the school, he consented to accept the sum of $4.00 
per annum, instead of $6.00 (and this is not dear), which he 
charges all the families of Indians of the Reserve. 

In the name of the sisters, of the Missionary and of 
myself, I beg you to be good enough to authorize the putting of 
the water in the school and to be g00d enough to pay in future 
$4.00 per year for this water. 

It is needless to say that the installation of the 
water in the school-house is a real necessity, not counting that

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this adds a creater value to the property than the cost of the 
installatione 

As the season is well advanced and the severe weather 
will soon be upon us, the Department will be kind enough, there- 
fore, to give me as soon as possible, the required authority so 
that I may have the work done before the ground becomes too much

With reference to the petition hereunder 
from the Missionary and Chiefs of the Huron Tribe of 
Lorette for a grant of not less than $2,000.00 for 
the construction of a schoolhouse on the reserve,I 
beg to say that the evidence on fyle in this Depart- 
ment does not go to show that the present school 
building was imtended for the presbytery or residence 
of the former missionaries. I find that im March 
1879 Rev.Father Boucher,then missionary at. Lorette, 
forwarded an es imate of the cost of the new school- 
house which was valued at $1148.65 and required a 
further expenditure of same $250.00 to canplete it. 
There was nothing mid as to its being built for the 
missionargés residence. 

When the mums were given charge of this 
school im July 1900,it was understood that the De-= 
partment was not to be put to any additional expense 


in any way,other than making certain needed repairs 


and it expemded $250.00 for this purpose,which was 


supplemented by a gift of $200.00 from Hom.Mr FPitz- 
patrick, 

I do not see that the Department is under 
any obligation to relinquish this school building or 
erect a new onme.It appears to me tmt the missionary

RE Application for New School House, Lorette. 


On the 15th, October 1904 Mr. Agent Bastien forwarded 
a petition from the missionary and chiefs of the Huron tribe 
of Lorette asking for a grant not less than $2,000 for the con- 
struction of a school on their reserve within about one hundred 
feet of the Indian Church or Chapel. They claim that the 
building in which the school is at present held is the Presbytery 
or residence of the former missionaries, and that as a resident 
missionary has been appointed it is intended as 2 residence, 
and that it is necessary to have a school or convent in which 
to lodge the teachers who instruct the Huron children, 

As I pointed out in my memorandum of the 19th. October 
1904, the evidence on fyle does not go to show that the present 
school building was intended as a Presbytery or residence of 
the former missionaries. It was originally built for a school 
house, and when the nuns took charge in July 1900, certain 
repairs were made to provide quarters for them in this building. 
The building was put by the Rev. Father Boucher in 18779 to re- 
place one built by him in 1869, The Department contributed 
towards the erection of both these buildings, which it under- 
stood were put up as school-houses, no mention being made of 
their being intended for 4 Presbytery or residence for the 
missionary, although the present building had provision for 
living quarters. The petition was acknowledged and the Agent 
was informed that the matter would be enquired into, and on 


November 18th., 1904, he was again informed that the matter was 


still under consideration and as soon as 4 decision was reached 


he would be advised. 


On the Sth. June, 1905, Mr. Agent Bastien, who had 
called 
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called the Department's attention to this application again 
was informed that the Department was not at present prepared 
to authorize the expenditure necessary for this purpose. on 
July Sth. the missionary and chiefs again brought the question 
of a new school house at Lorette to the Department's attention, 
and the Acent also writes on the same day pointing out the need 
of a new school house. The missionary was written to and 
informed that there appeared to be some misunderstanding in 
regard to what took place when you were at Lorette last Fall 
regarding the sale of the Quarentes Arpentes, and he was told 
that what you did say was that,if the Government would sanction 
the expenditure, you would prefer to put up a new school building 
to a Presbytery: but that you made no promise that a new school 
house would be built. He was also informed that no funds had 
been provided for the school building, and, that as funds were 
not available, the Department could not at present undertake the 
construction of a building. The missionary again wrote direct 
to the Minister on the 4th, August, and on the Zist. or that 
month, he was informed that his letter would be brought to the 
Minister's notice when he returns to Ottawa, He writes under 
the date of September 20th. complaining of the unsanitary state 
of the present building. I think the Department should improve 
ge ee 
the sanitary condition of this building. In the meantime the 
question of granting funds for 4 new school house is under

RE: School house at Lorette: 


The agitation for a new school house at Lorette commenced 
almost immediately after the appointment of the Reverend Father 
Godbout as missionary, who succeeded the Rev. Father Giroux, on 
the 1st. October last year with an increase in salary of $200; he 
is now paid $425.00, $200.00 of which is paid from the funds of 
the band, and $225.00 from the Province of Quebec fund. 

When the present building was repaired in 1900 at the time 
the nuns were placed in charge of this school, it was understood 
that the Department was not to be put to any additional expense 
in any way, and I do not think the Department is under any obliga- 
tion to relinquish this school building and erect & new one sO 
that the missionary may get possession of the Building for a 
Presbytery, as the current correspondence on fyle does not bear 
out Father Godbout's contention that it was originally put up for 
that purpose. 4 


If, however, the Department decides to erect a new school 


And 
house, there #dli be no objection to providing quarters for the 


resident teachers, whether nuns or lay teachers, as it i8 making 
similar provision in most of the new school houses which are being 
erected, owing to the aifficulty experienced in teachers obtaining 


suitable quarters on the Reserve.

—————— Lorette church Property,— 


The Roman Catholic Church had 
missionaries settled on the Lorette Peserve by the 
authority of the French Government long before the 
Province came into the possession of great Britain. 

The Indians had been wider the especial 
eare and direction of the missionaries who had ob— 
tained grants of land for them from the French crown 
to be applied to their educetion and civilization, 
the missionaries themselves being their instructors. 

The Treaty of Paris provided that the 
Indians should have liberty of religion and should 
be allowed to keep their missionaries. The Church 
properties held by the R. Ce. missionaries on the re— 
serves in lower Canada previous to the conquest were 
retained by them without their right to the same 
being questioned. 

Grants were made both by the Indian De— 
partment and the Provincial Government towards the 


erection 
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erection of church and school buildings; but these grants 
were not heid to constitute a claim to ownership of the 
buildings, although it would, it is thought, lay the 
Church authorities under the obligation to use them for 
the purpose for which they were stated to be intended when 
the grants were asked for and made. 

There is no doubt but that the building 
erected in 1869 was built to be used for a school, and 
the grants made to it were on that uncerstanding. In 
the correspondence regarding it the missionary always re— 
ferred to it as a school house. In a letter of the 23rd 
March, 1876, the Rev. Mr. Boucher said, —- " I nave in-— 
sured the school house for $800 with the Farmere Insur— 
ance Co. I paid $135.00 premium for three years for the 
policy. The house is built on the village land and be— 
longs to the village. 

“" Will the Department be good enough to pay 
for the insurance, the village being extremely poor. They 
cannot contribute anything to the support of the school." 


In reply Mr. Boucher was informed that the 


Department could not pay more than $100 per annum towards 


the school building in question.

On the th. of October, 1904, Mr. Agent Rastien 
forwarded a petition from the Missionary and Chiefs of the 
Huron tribe of Lorette asking for a grant of not less than 
#2,000 for the construction of a school on their Reserve. 
In the petition it was claimed that the building 
in which the school is at present held, is the Presbytery 
or residence of the former missionaries: and that, as 4 
resident missionary has been appointed, it is now needed as 
his residence, and that it is necessary to have a echool or 
convent in which to lodge the teachers to instruct tne 
Huron children. 
The petition was acknowledged on the 27th. of 
October, 1904, and our agent was informed that the matter 
would be enquired into. 
on the 17th. of November Mr. Agent Bastien wired 
Department for its decision regarding the application 
a grant of $2,000 for the erection of a school-house; 
on the 18th. of that month the Agent was informed that 
matter was still under consideration and, that as soon 
decision was reached, he would be advised. 
On the 28th. of Fe ruary, 1905, the Agent wrote 
to say that the missionary and chiefe were very anxious to 
know as sc nm as possibie the Department's decision with 


regard to xeir petition for a grant for the school building 


on the Reserve, and again on the 17th. of May Mr. Bastien 


wrote at the suggestion of the Chiefs and missionary, 
calling the Department's attention to his letter of the 26th. 


of 
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of the 28th. of February and previous correspondence on this 
subject in which he stated that it was understood that the 
present school-house would serve 48 @ Presbytery for the 
missionary, and that a grant of #2,000 would be made by the 
Department for the construction of the school-hnouse. He 
stated that at present the missionary is obliged to hoard 
in a private residence which is inconvenient for him: and 
that it would appear that the Department was not willing to 
carry out the understanding had with the Minister of Justice 
and the Reverend Father Godbout, and he asks that the ne- 
partment would be good enough to inform him of its intentions 
in order that he may communicate them to the missionary and 
chiefs. This letter was replied to on the 5th. of June, 
when the Agent was informed that the Department was not at 
present prepared to authorize the expenditure necessary 
for this purpose. 

Mr. Agent Bastien wrote the Department on the 
5th. of July in the name of the chiefs referring to the 
correspondence which had already taken place in reference 
to the schosl-house in the village, and ealling attention 
to the wording of the Department's letter or the Sth. June 
last that it could not authorize the expenditure necessary 
for the construction of a new scheool-house, Mr. Pastien 
saying “The chiefs did not ask for the erection of a new 
school—-house but for the construction of 4 school as they 
have not any. The house which at present serves 4s 4 school 
4s the Presbytery occupied by the former missionaries of 
the tribe: it was only when these missionaries ceased to 
live on the Reserve that they used this Presbytery as @ 
school-house. Now to-day we have a missionary paid by the 
Government of Canade who lives on the Reserve and claims, 


supported by the band, that he has the right to occupy the 


Presbytery 
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< 


* Presbytery, i.e., the school—house where the two classes 
“are at present held. The Missionary has been obliged since 
®his appointment to board with a Huron family in the village 
"which, as you will understand, is 2 great inconvenience. 
He continues by saying that"it is the desire of the band 
that the missionary, Mr. Godbout, should immediately 
resume possession of his Presbytery, i.e., the present 
school—house, to reside there: and that the Department 
should take immediate steps to provide the necessary funds 
to tmild a school—house." He calls attention to the fact 
that the season is advancing and hopes that the building 
will be put up during the present holidays and that the 
Department will grant the very just request of the band.” 

On the same date Father Godbout, the Grand Chief, 
and five other Chiefs wrote the Department on this subject 
giving the following reasons why 4 grant should be made, 

You are aware that since the Month of October last we, the 
Huron Chiefs and I, have written more than once in regard 
to a grant of a certain sum of money to build a new school- 
house in the village. Tne following are the reasons:- 

i: That school is held in the house and on the land be- 
longing to the Church of the band and formerly the residence 
of the missionaries, 

2: That I am at present the resident missionary and I 
have no house, 

3: That the Ghiefs and I claim this land and house for @ 
Presbytery. 

4: That, therefore, the Department ought to authorize the 
building of a new schoolhouse in order to give up the 
Church property; and to obtain a vote of the money necessary 
for this purpose as soon as possible in order that school 
may open in the Month of September. 
*$3 That we have the promise of the Minister of Justice,

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—- 
“our Member, and of yourself, Mr. Pedley, who accompanied 
“the Minister to the place a few weeks before the election 
"last Autumm, that the Government would vote us this money 
“during the present session, as this work is urgent. In a 
*petition from the undersigned to the Nepartment in October 
"last, and advised by yourself and the Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick, 
"the petitioners asked for the sum of $2,000; and the 
“Minister informed us some days before the elections that 
"the Government would vote us $1,500. Besides he declared 
"to me in two personal letters that that was understood 
"between himself and the Government. Now it is already late, 
“there remain only two months for us to build this sachool- 
"house, the session is drawing to a close, and both the 
“Minister and the Department keep silent about all our claims. 
Moreover, I beg to inform the Department that the present 
"school ne longer conforms to the requirements of health: 
"Qst) Because the height of the ceiling is only 8% feet; 
“while the law requires 10 feet at least;"2nd) Because the 
“latrines or closets, opening into the class rooms, are a 
source of pestilence to the children and to the teachers 
and are a veritable danger to their health. On account of 
all these reasons and others, we beg the Department to be 
diligent in rendering us justice, and to send an inapector, 
if it thinks necessary, to be convinced of these facts; 
otherwise at the risk of seeing this school closed by the 
Board of Health and tne Indian children deprived of their 
school this fall. As you see, Sir, that this is not as mech 
a favour we ask 48 an act of justice on the part of the 
Government.” 
The Department replied to the Rev. Father Godbout 
on the 25th. of July informing him that there appeared to 


be some misunderstanding in regard to what took place when 


the undersigned was at Lorette last Fall regarding the sale 


of the Quarante Arpents: as what the undersigmed did say 


was 
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was that if the Government would sanction the expenditure, 
he would prefer to put up a new school building to the 
Presbytery, but he made no promise that the school-—house 
would be built. He was also informed that so far no funds 
had been provided for the school building, and that as no 
funds were available for the purpose, the Nepartment could 
not undertake the construction of the building. 

The Rev. Father Godbout wrote to the Minister 
on the 4th, of August informing him that he was appointed 
by the Church authorities as resident missionary to the 
Hurons of Lorette, and that he had occupied this position 


since the Month of October last. Previous to that time 


the services in the Huron Church were conducted by the curé 


of the neighboring parish: but, as these services could no 
longer be continued, having been declared imperfect and 
insufficient by those who had the right to say, the tribe 
asking for and obtaining a resident priest, not only to 
administer to the spiritual wants but also to preserve good 
order and public morality. This appointment was made on 
the following conditions:- 1st. That there would be given 
to this missiond a salary of not less than $500 or $600 a 
year. 2nd: That he would be suitably lodged. 

Since his appointment Father Godbout states that 
a petition was sent to the Department asking for this salary 
and it was only after several months that the amount of 
$200.00 was granted to be added to the fifty pounds, sterIm<¢, 
which was formerly paid to the non-resident missionary. 

Father Godbout calis attention to the fact that 
@ salary of $425.00 is quite insufficient to keep a house, 
furnish and maintain it, although the late Minister Claimed 
that it was sufficient and fixed the amount, notwithstanding 
that the Minister of Justice and the Huron Chiefs desire 


the larger grant. 
Father Godbout states that when the matter of 


lodging 
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lodging came up, the Hon. Mr. Fitgpatrick and the under- 
Signed went to the place before the elections in the Month 
of November last and declared that the Government could 
furnish nothing for churches or Presbyteries, but that it 
could and ought to for the schools. He states that the 
present school is nothing but the residence of the former 
mistbnaries: as it was not usedm they fixed it up into a 
school-—house. Tt is joined to the church, placed on the 
land of the church, and consequently the property of the 
Church: and now he, as resident missionary, claims the 
house as a residence, as he has no residence and cannot 
get any other. 

He refers to the petition addressed to the De- 
partment in October last asking for $2,000 to build a school 
for Huron children and to the Department's reply that it 
would be sonsidered. He states that the Hon. Mr. Fitz- 
Patrick promised that not less than $1,500 would be voted 
during last session, and that he is now told that nothing 
is to be done, He claims that the Department has acted 
unjustly and pono for fair treatment. He refers to the 
Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick and to the Department in confirmation 
of the truth of what he has stated. He also calls attention 
to the building which does not comply with the hygenic 


conditions required by the vovernment and the Board of 


Health, the ceilings only being eight feet high in place of 


ten feet, and the closets opening into the class rooms 
being « source of pestilence. 

In conclusion he says that the repairs are 
necessary, and the remuneration that the Church will require 
for allowing the classes to be held there in fufure, since 
it needs the building as a lodging for tiie missionary, wiil 
amount to more than the sum asked for to construct a new 
building. 

The Rev. Father Godbout was, on the 2ist. August 


last 
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last, informed that his letter would be brought to the 
Minister's attention when he returns to Ottawa, 

The foregoing is a summary of the correspondence 
which has taken place regarding the application for a grant 
of $2,000 for the erection of a new school-house at Lorette. 

With regard to the building at present used as 
@ school-house, the undersigned begs to say that the 
papers on fyle relating to the erection of the building 
do not bear out the contention that it was built for a 
Presbytery. This building was put up in 1869 by the Rev,' 
Father Poucher at an estimated cost of $1,148.65. The De- 
partment contributed an annual grant of $100.00 from 1868 
to recoup the missionury for the expenditure on the building 
which was referred to in the correepondence as the school 
building, the last $100.00 being sent him on the 16th. of 
July 1880, in which year an annual grant of $200.00 was 
passed by Order-in-Council 15th. May 1880 as a contribution 
towards the teachers' salary which was increased to $300.00 
on the ist. of July 1895, which is the amount now granted. 

In 1900 when the nuns took charge of this school 
in July, it was understood that the Department was not to 
be put to any additional expense in any way other than 


making certain needed repairs, and it expended $250.00 


for this purpose which was supplemented by a gift of $200.00 


from the Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick,

We have had the place examinec by & workman and we have 
come to the conclusion thet temporary improvements would 
cost very much. For instance, it would be necesrary to 
move the closets f@om where they ere. They are in a 
smell shed behind but attached to the school—house on 
the erst side. The door into the closets is in the 
school—house.
